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CLAIMS 

1. A connector shell for a connector component of a connector 
arrangement for a wire cable comprising: 

a housing; 

the housing being provided with at least one first guiding 
element having an axis for guiding the housing along a second 
guiding elennent of a mating connector component of the 
connector arrangement upon coupling with the mating 
connector component; and 

at least one fastening element associated to the at least one 
first guiding element and substantially aligned with the axis of 
the at least one first guiding element for engagement with the 
second guiding element of the mating connector component. 

2. The connector shell according to claim 1, wherein the fastening 
element is secured to at least one of the housing and the at least 
one first guiding element of the housing. 

3. Connector shell according to claims 1 or 2, wherein the fastening 
element extends through a passageway formed in a portion of the 
at least one first guiding element of the housing for engagement 
with the second guiding element of the mating connector 
component. 

4. Connector shell according claim 3, wherein the passageway is 
axially aligned with the at least one first guiding element. 

5. Connector shell according to any one of claims 1 to 4, wherein the 
fastener element is a screw.
